John W. Kern's chief concern when 
he spoke at the Chautauqua last night 
was for the Immediate success of the 
Liberty War Loan. 
"I am not con­ 
cerned /b o u t the men of the army," 
said the senate leader, "we are gett^pg 
them, hut the five billion dollar loan 
la not yet In sight." 
In this con­ 
nection the speaker explained that 
President Wilson feared that the peo­ 
ple of the nation would be too slow 
to awake to their danger. 
And It 
came out during the addresa, which 
was bn the "international Situation," 
that Mr. Kern is practically the per­ 
sonal representative of the president 
for the south and is on a mission to 
awaken the people to their war dan­ 
gers. 
The senator and former vice presi­ 
dential candidate left a bed of af­ 
fliction, for no other cause, as he said, 
than to give himself at this crisis to 
serve his country- 
The argent tele­ 
gram of Vice President Marshall urg­ 
ing Mr. Kern to take the platform 
In the place of Mr. Mashall. and the 
same concern from 
the 
president, 
alone induced the aged senator to 
leave his bed in a sanitarium In the 
mountains of North Carolina. 
„ 
v Consider lag my age and health," 
said the speaker, “I thought that now 
was perhaps my last chance to serve 
my country and that I had better take 
It. 
This explains my presence here 
tonight. 
I Invoke your forbearance 
and patience, but not your sympathy." 
As a prelude to his address Sen­ 
ator Kern paid high tribute to Col. 
C. C. Harris, who had introduced him, 
saying among other .things that he 
and Col. Harris had boarded at the 
same place when the Colonel was at 
Washington in congress and that It 
was commonly said of our distinguish­ 
ed townsman "that the Lord might 
be able to make a better man than 
Mr. Harris, but that He never had.” 
This expression brought out 
hearty 
cheers of approval. 
Mr. Kern Is Serious. 
Some of the things Mr. Kern said 
were: 
"We are fighting for 
honor, 
and also to check the deadly murder­ 
ous march of barbarism that seeks to 
install the hateful German autocracy 
in lieu of free government, and this 
war will never be concluded until the 
last vestige of the hope of conquest 
shall pass forever from the German 
imperial government.." 
Under- four different divisions tlje 
speaker showed* the trend of the world 
prior to August 1, 1914. First, there 
was world peace for fifty ¿ears; sec­ 
ond, The Hague tribunal for peace 
was set up; third, thirty nations band 
ed with the United States ip binding 
arbitration treaties; fourth, disarm­ 
ament' agreements were begun. "And 
it looked like swords were 
to 
be 
forged Into plow shares and spears 
Into pruning hooks. 
It looked like 
Tennyson's prophecy was at hand, 
'When the war drum throbs no longer 
and the battle flags are furled; in the 
parliament of man, the federation of 
the world.’

Germany Acts Differently. 
"When, like the flash of lightening 
the most devastlng of all wars ap 
pears, beside which all previous wars 
are Insignificant, it turned out that 
Germany for forty years had been dl 
reetiUg all her genius toward war and 
toward this wart 
Her schools and 
great universities instilled war, her 
great writers taught the glories of 
conquest; her banks were organized 
fpr war; her railroads, with their 
great terminals near FranCe and Bel 
glum, were scheduled for war; great 
’us wer# laid away against the day 
when 
the 
great 
staggering 
blow 
should be struck for one man power 
"Germany had for an ally Austria 
this country demanded unthinkable 
concessions, on the occasion of 
the 
mere murder of a man, who happened 
to be a prince. 
For such 
a 
crime 
wish him against our martyred presidents we

Kan county this year, the 
large acreage being the first of any 
material size- to be planted in the 
county. 
The m.111 will be In operation with­ 
in the next sixty days. Arrangements 
for purchasing the, plant have just 
been completed by Mr. Bailey after a 
visit to St. Louis 
where the mil’s 
are made, and 8< uth Alabama, where 
velvet b'vns have become 
a 
staple 
crop. 
The mill will be operated by 
electric power. 
Farmers who raise velvet beans are 
assured also of having plenty of stor* 
age Dom In the Twin Htles, as Mr.

The speaker of the 
evening was Introduce# by tk L:*Wa- 
lone, a member of the city 
school 
board. 
, 
Pleads for Education. 
The backwardness of the South In 
educational affairs, with an Incidental 
reference to Morgan county’s f&ilnre 
to vote the three-mill school tax and 
an earnest plea for Improved educa­ 
tional conditions, featured the address 
of Dr. Thomas, one of the most mast­ 
erly and pleasing ever delivered from 
a local rostrum. 
Dr. Thomas drove 
home hl$ points in rugged, common 
sense style, and some o f. the 
data 
qubted proved tc be quite a revelation 
to the people of this section regard­ 
ing tbe woeful negldct of our educa­ 
tional affairs. 
The speaker referred 
to the conservation of our natural i*~ 
sources, and added that when s p i k ­ 
ing of such things we always thought 
of forests, coal mines and Iron de­ 
posits, but that In doing so, wo over­ 
looked the gieatest of all natural »e- 
sources, the boyhood, girlhood 
i nd 
manhoo-’ of our country, and tl at to 
neglect the training of them is to 
let our natural resources go to waste, 
in much D'c same way that lack of 
precaution causes forest fires, etc. 
Plums Go to North. 
Comparison was made between the 
education of the South and that of 
the North, by which 
Dr. 
Thomas 
clearly pointed out 
sad deficiency. 
Some of the great industrial corpor­ 
ations of the state were taken as 
examples wherein It was shown that 
ninety per cent of the owners 
and 
promoters were men who* hpd been 
educated In northern schools, where 
schools are In sesslomSu* full terms 
year after year and .where 
a 
four 
months term, so prevalent In some 
sections of the South, and of the state 
of Alabama itself, is unknown. 
The 
speaker added that education was the 
greatest industry in our state, but that 
few people realized it. 
When asked 
to name the greatest Industry V Ala­ 
bama. some people would say one 
great corporation, some another, but 
that not one, unless he 
had 
been 
thinking and reasoning for 
himself, 
would mention the public school ays 
tem. 
Statistics were given showing 
that the high school graduate’s aver­ 
age earning capacity is ten dollars 
day. 
Then taking the three hundred 
thousand school children of Alabama 
and multiplying the number by ten 
we have a daily pav roll of three mil 
lion dollars, something that no other 
industry in the state can near 
ap 
proach. 
Dr. Thomas referred to the small 
number of boys in 
the 
graduating 
class a s compared to the girls, and 
aaid that the reason for this waa that

CANNING VEGETABLE* AT HOME. 
(Continued from Yesterday.) 
CORN. 
Contrary to the general opinion, 
corn is one of the easiest vegetables 
to can. The United States department 
of agriculture bas shown that 
the 
amount of sugar ir, the sweet varieties 
diminishes very rapidly after the ear 
is pulled from the stalk; therefore, tn 
order to retain the original sw eetness 
and flavor it Is necessary to can corn 
very soon after it is pulled—within 
an hour If posfible. 8elect the ear* 
with Rill grains before they have be­ 
gun to harden, a# this is the period 
of greatest sugar content Hnak them 
and brush the silks off with a stiff 
brush. 
Shear off the grains with a 
sharp kinfe and pack the jar full. 
Add salt to taste, usually about a 
teaspoonful to the quart is sufficient, 
and fill up the jar to the top with 
cold water. 
Put the rubber 
ring 
around the neck of the jar and place 
the glass top on loosely. 
Be careful 
not to press down the spring at the 
side of the jar. 
Place the false hot ton hn the boiler 
jnd put in as many jars as the bollar 
will conveniently hold. 
Don't try to 
crowd them In. Leave space between 
them. Pdur in about 3 inches of cold 
water, or just enough to form steam 
and to prevent the boiler from going 
dry during the boiling. * It is not nec­ 
essary to have the^ water up to the 
neck of the jars, as the steam will do 
the cooking. 
Put the cover on the 
boiler and set It on the stove. Bring 
the water to a boll and keeg It boiling 
for one hour. 
At the end of that 
time remove the cover of the boiler 
and allow the steam to escape. Press 
down the spring at the side of the jar. 
This damps on the top and will pre­ 
vent any outside air from entering. 
The jara can now be removed and 
tooled or allowed to stand In the 
boiler until the next day. 
On the second day raise the spring 
»t the aide of the jar. This will re­ 
lieve any preaaure from steam that 
might accumulate inside the jar dur­ 
ing the second cooking. 
Place the 
iar* again iá the boiler and boil for 
one hour. 
Clamp on the top as on 
the preceding day and aHow them to 
cool. 
Repeat this operation on the 
‘hird day. In removing the jars from 
the boiler be careful not to expose 
them to a draft of cold air while they 
ire hot, as a sudden change in tem­ 
perature is likely to crack them. 
After the sterilization Is complete 
the jars may be set aside for a day 
or two and then tested. This is done 
by releasing the spring at the side 
and picking up the jar by the top. If 
there has been the least bit of decom­ 
position, or if sterilization has not 
been complete, the top will come off. 
This is because the pressure on the 
top has been relieve^ by the gas form­ 
ed by the bacteria. In this case it is 
always best to empty out the corn and 
fill up the jar with a fresh supply. If 
canning fruits or some 
expensive 
vegetable, howover, examine the con­ 
tents of the jar and. if the decomposi­ 
tion has not gone far enough to in­ 
jure the flavor, place it once more in 


the holler and *tertHze over again ff 
the top does not eome off, one may 
be reasonably sure that the corn I» 
keeping 
Com is often subject to tbe 
attack of anaerobic bacteria. 
The 
spore* of these are sometimes very 
hard to kill a ad remain alive even af­ 
ter boiling for one hour, in case any 
Jar* spoil, Increase the time of boil­ 
ing to an hour and a halt.
